^WING  to  a  Government  restriction  on  Glycerine  and  Gelatine,  and  the  enormous 
demand  in  the  early  winter  months,  our  supplies  of  capsules  have  been  Very  severely 
reduced.  Most  of  the  stock  available,  therefore,  has  been  divided  up  into  the  four 
standard  bonus  parcels  A,  B,  C,  D,  and  the  all-capsule  parcels,  E  and  F,  have  been 
discontinued.

Statutory  Committee. — The  Statutory 
Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
will  meet  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  i, 
at  2.30  p.m.  on  April  29,  to  consider 
information  and  evidence  received  from 
which  it  appears  that  a  member  of  the 
Society  was  under  the  influence  of  drink 
while  in  control  of  a  pharmacy. 

N.H.I.  Dispensing  Fees. — It  is  understood 
that  as  a  result  of  negotiations  between  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  which  began  early  in 
1 94 1,  the  Ministry  have  offered  an  addition 
of  one-sixth  to  dispensing  fees  for  Insurance 
prescriptions.  This  increase  is  believed  to 
be  in  the  nature  of  a  bonus  which  will  be 
added  to  the  total  sum  paid  each  month 
to  chemists,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that 
the  increase  is  to  be  retrospective  to 
January  i,  1942.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
negotiations  were  begun  so  long  ago  and 
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that  the  figures  considered  were  those  for 
1940,  it  was  expected  that  the  antedating 
would  have  begun  at  least  in  1941  and  not 
1942  as  is  suggested.  A  further  statement 
of  this  matter  is  expected  at  an  early  date. 

Trading  with  the  Enemy. — The  Board 
of  Trade  announce  that  they  have  made  a 
new  Order  which  came  into  force  on 
April  18  containing  921  additions  to  the 
"black  list"  of  traders  in  neutral  countries 
with  whom  it  is  unlawful  to  have  dealings 
of  any  kind.  Copies  of  the  Order — the 
Trading  with  the  Enemy  (Specified  Persons) 
(Amendment)  (No.  6)  Order,  1942  (S.R. 
&  O.  1942,  No.  661) — are  available  at 
H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  6d. 

Diabetic  and  Proprietary  Breads.- — A  new 

General  Licence,  which  comes  into  force  at 
once,  authorises  the  continued  production 
of  certain  diabetic  and  proprietary  breads, 
provided  that  at  least  three-quarters  of  the 
flour  content  is  of  85  per  cent,  or  higher 
extraction.  The  production  of  malt  and 
aerated  breads  is  also  authorised,  subject 
to  the  same  condition.  The  need  for  the 
licence  arises  from  the  changed  conditions 
resulting  from  the  Bread  (Control  and 
Maximum  Prices)  Order,  1941.  The  follow- 
ing firms  have  been  added  to  the  schedule : 
For  diabetic  breads:  J.  T.  L.  Goode, 
Heudebert  Foods  Co.,  Ltd. ;  for  rye  bread : 
Adam  Fleck,  Ltd.,  Floris  Bakeries.  Ltd., 
and  Zeller's,  Ltd. 

Dried  Culinary  Herbs. — A  circular  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food  states  that  more 
culinary  herbs  are  needed,  particularly  for 
drying,  to  be  used  in  flavouring  soups  and 
in  the  packet  trade  during  the  winter 
months  of  the  year.  Manufacturers  of  dried 
herbs  are  anxious  to  make  contact  with 
home,  growers  with  the  object  of  making 
contracts  for  definite  quantities  of  either 
green  herbs  for  drying  or  of  herbs  that  have 
been  roughly  dried  prior  to  dispatch.  The 
chief  kinds  needed  are  parsley,  mint,  sage, 
thyme  and  marjoram.  Growers  who  are 
interested  to  take  up  the  production  of 
herbs  for  the  factories  should  apply  for  a 
list  of  licensed  driers  to  the  Dehydration 
Branch,  Ministry  of  Food,  Queen's  Hotel, 
Colwyn  Bay,  at  the  same  time  making 
contact  with  their  County  War  Agricul- 
tural Executive  Committee  in  order  to 
obtain  the  necessary  permission  to  grow 
these  additional  acreages.  Women's  insti- 
tutes and  horticultural  societies  are  being 
asked  to  arrange  for  the  collection  of 
surplus  herbs  in  private  gardens  for  use  by 
the  manufacturers.

Baby  Food  Shortage  in  Eire.  The  manu- 
facturers of  baby  foods  in  Eire  are  having 
a  difficult  time  because  of  almost  complete 
exhaustion  of  stocks  of  flake  oatmeal  and 
barley.  Unless  the  Government  grants 
licences  for  essential  materials,  some  of 
them  may  have  to  close  down.  One  manu- 
facturer required  a  licence  for  twelve  tons 
of  oats  a  month  in  order  to  receive  six  tons 
of  flake-meal  from  his  millers.  The  same 
firm  requires  about  eighteen  tons  of  barley 
a  month  to  keep  going.  Stocks  in  hand 
have  kept  all  the  baby  food  manufacturers 
in  production  up  to  the  present,  but  an 
acute  situation  has  now  arisen;  urgent 
representations  are  being  made  to  the 
Department  of  Supplies. 

Chemists'  Organisation  in  Western  Ire- 
land.— The  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
CO.  Sligo  branch  of  the  West  of  Ireland 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  recently, 
Mr,  T.  P.  Toher  (county  chairman)  pre- 
siding. Representatives  from  North  Lei- 
trim,  South  Donegal,  and  co.  Mayo  were 
also  present.  Mr.  George  Hewson  (co. 
Mayo  chairman)  congratulated  the  Sligo 
Branch  on  its  work  in  organising  adjoining 
areas,  and  urged  non-members  to  support 
the  Irish  Drug  Association  and  link  up 
with  the  organisation  without  delay. 
Mr.  Kieran,  North  Leitrim,  assured  the 
meeting  of  the  support  of  co.  Leitrim 
chemists.  Mr.  H.  T.  McClelland,  South 
Donegal,  stressed  the  need  for  organising 
in  the  area  he  represented  and  declared  that 
support  would  be  forthcoming  in  South 
Donegal  if  further  efforts  were  made. 
Mr.  McKane  (co.  Mayo  secretary)  reported 
on  progress  made  in  his  area  and  outlined 
prospects  of  extending  the  organisation  in 
the  province.  The  meeting  expressed  appre- 
ciation of  the  amount  of  work  done  by  the 
Mayo  branch,  and  noted  with  satisfaction 
the  forecast  that  the  full  provincial  ma- 
chinery of  the  I.D.A.  would  be  in  operation 
about  the  middle  of  the  summer.  Other 
speakers  were  Messrs.  Adamson,  Ballina; 
McGuiRE,  Ballyshannon ;  Gilmartin,  Ban- 
doran ;  Chambers,  Manor  Hamilton ;  Dur- 
CAN,  Ballina ;  Smith,  Orr,  and  Mulreany, 
Sligo.  It  was  decided  to  incorporate  North 
Leitrim  with  co.  Sligo  and  South  Leitrim 
with  CO.  Roscommon  pending  further 
division  of  the  co.  Leitrim  organisation. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  further 
organising  chemists  in  co.  Donegal,  and  it 
was  decided  to  speed  up  all  organisation 
work  so  as  to  be  weU  prepared  for  any 
legislation  that  might  result  from  the  forth- 
coming report  of  the  Vocational  Organisa- 
tion Commission. 
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A  Fortuitous  Concourse? 

Reading  the  names  of  tiie  eigiit  sub- 
stances officially  sanctioned  for  importation 
from  the  United  States  (p.  444),  one  is 
reminded,  by  contrast,  of  a  memorable 
sentence  of  Sir  Matthew  Hale  (1609-76) 
to  the  effect  that  the  universe  is  not  a 
fortuitous  concourse  of  particles.  An 
examination  question  on  the  classification 
of  these  drugs  according  to  their  utility 
might  yield  interesting  results.  The  lists  of 
essential  and  non-essential  drugs  drawn  up 
by  the  Therapeutic  Requirem.ents  Com- 
mittee of  the  Medical  Research  Council, 
published  in  your  issues  of  October  5,  1940, 
and  March  22,  1941,  show  that  hamamelis 
and  lobelia  were  at  that  period  regarded 
as  non-essential,  while  there  appears  to  be 
no  trace  of  three  of  the  other  six.  We  may 
pertinently  ask  what  has  happened  during 
the  intervening  months  to  render  these 
once  non-essential  items  worthy  of  shipping 
space.  Surely  it  cannot  be  the  mere  cir- 
cumstance that  stocks  ha.ve  accumulated 
in  some  inconvenient  place.  Leaving  this 
m^Astery,  we  may  note  as  a  coincidence  the 
presence  of  podophyllum  resin  and  lep- 
tandra  root  in  the  same  list.  The  rhizome 
of  P.  peltatum  was  introduced  into  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  in  1820,  and 
became  official  in  this  country  in  1864. 
Its  resin,  podophyllin,  has  long  been 
recognised  as  a  powerful  cholagogue. 
Fatal  poisoning  by  it  has  been  rare :  a 
death  from  it  occurred  in  Scotland  in  1893, 
and  one  south  of  the  Border  in  1920.  A 
case  came  to  my  notice  (possibly  that  of 
1893)  in  which  the  patient  died  after  being 
given  three  grains  in  error.  At  one  time 
there  was  a  vogue  for  leptandrin  and  two 
other  mild  hepatic  stimulants  (if  they  are 
stimulants),  euonymin  and  iriclin,  some- 
times in  combination  with,  each  other  and 
with  podophyllin :  pills  containing  some 
or  even  all  of  them  were  dispensed,  and 
are  still  to  be  found  in  compressed  tablets. 

Municipal  and  Co-operative  Trading 

Speaking  at  Middlesbrough  recently,  the 
secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
remarked  (p.  436)  that  "municipal  and 
co-operative  trading  were  likely  to  extend." 
This  must  be  regarded  as  an  opinion  rather 
than  a  forecast.  There  will  be  general 
agreement  with  Mr.  Linstead's  next  sen- 
tence: "The  independent  trader  must 
build  up  an  organisation  on  a  large  scale, 
to  compete  with  the  big  man."   A  muni- 


cipality is  one  kind  of  "big  man":  ? 
co-operative  society  is  another.  Chemist; 
who  are  members  of  borough  councils  ar< 
in  a  position  to  watch  developments  ii 
public  policy  at  close  range ;    others  cai 
best  approach  the  subject  through  thai 
organisations.    No  one,  I  presume,  desire 
to  put  the  clock  back  by  depriving  thes' 
councils  of  statutory  powers  that  are,  o 
are  likely  to  be,  beneficial  to  the  community 
But  the  appropriate  limits  of  municipa 
trading  should  be  understood  and  observed 
Broadly  it  may  be  said  that  public  service 
such  as  the  supply  of  water  and  electn 
power  are  safely  to  be  entrusted  to  corpora 
tions  of  this  type,  but  that  the  supply  c 
goods  involving  the  factor  of  competitio 
is  best  left  to  the  interests  with  which 
has  long  been  associated.  As  to  the  tradi 
of  co-operative  societies,  its  benefit  is  t 
my  mind  as  illusory  as  the  kind  of  busines 
involving  the  use  of  trading  stamps.  Bot 
are  calculated  to  make  uninstructed  peopl 
think  that  something  can  be  obtained  f( 
nothing.

kits  of  essential  drugs  and  supplies  to  be 
instantly  available  when  the  occasion 
demands  their  use.  The  designation 
Pharmaceutical  Unit  has  been  approved.

The  activities  of  the  limbmakers,  responsible 
to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  for  the  supply 
and  upkeep  of  artificial  legs  and  arms  for  the 
limbless  of  the  Great  War  and  present  War, 
are  carried  out  in  a  modern  factory  adjacent 
to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions'  main  limb-fitting 
centre.  Today,  over  400  employees  are 
engaged  solely  upon  this  work.  Fifty  of 
them  are  limbless  ex-Service  men  who,  after 


rehabilitation,  were  trained  in  this  highly 
skilled  work  of  making  and  fitting  artificial 
legs.  This  is  the  only  organisation  where  it  is 
possible  to  have  fitters  specialising  in  each 
site  of  leg  amputation.  The  progress  made  in, 
the  science  of  leg  making  and  fitting  in  this 
country  has  been  so  marked  that  the  artificial 
leg  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Pensions'  con- 
tractors has  been  adopted  by  the  Common- 
wealth of  Australia,  Dominion  of  Canada, 
the  Union  of  South  Africa  and  New  Zealand. 
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NEW  ADDENDUM  TO  THE  B.P, 


The  General  Medical  Council  will  publish 
shortly  a  Fifth  Addendum  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  1932,  in  which  certain  new 
monographs,  and  certain  modifications  of 
existing  monographs,  will  be  included.  It  is 
not  possible  to  provide  for  the  preliminary 
inspection  of  the  completed  Addendum  as 
in  normal  times,  but  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  a  limited  number  of  advance 
proofs  '  to  be  available  for  supply,  on 
application,  to  manufacturers  of  the  pre- 
parations described  therein.  No  additional 
monograph,  or  emendation  of  a  monograph, 
is  official  until  the  Fifth  Addendum  has 
been  published.

The  Budget 

THOUGH  the  Budget  introduced  into 
liament  last  week  is  the  most  severe 
r  experienced  as  regards  the  total 
ount  of  taxation  to  be  enforced  in  one 
-.r,  there  is  singularly  little  in  the  Chan- 
lor's  statement  that  calls  for  trade 
mment.  No  new  forms  of  taxation  were 
oposed,  but  substantially  more  revenue 
to  be  raised  by  means  of  increasing  indi- 
ct taxes,  the  leading  sources  to  be  tapped 
ing,  as  of  old,  beer,  spirits,  wines  and 
bacco.  Amusements  of  all  kinds  will 
ntribute  a  double  quota  in  future,  and 
xury  goods  liable  to  purchase  tax  have 
en  saddled  with  a  similar  impost.  The 
tes  of  income  tax,  and  of  E.P.T.  and 
D.C.,  continue  unchanged. 

•st-war  Credits 

The  payers  of  income  tax,  having  success- 
lly  carried  the  burden  of  los.  in  the  £ 
iring  the  past  year,  have  been  given  a 
t  on  the  back  and  told  the  rate  is  not 
be  further  increased  this  year  and  that, 
all  goes  well,  they  will  at  some  future 
te  get  some  of  their  war-time  payments 
funded  in  the  form  of  post-war  credits. 


Prior  to  the  war,  there  were  less  than  one 
million  wage-earning  payers  of  income  tax ; 
in  the  current  year  there  will,  it  is  estimated, 
be  five  million,  five  hundred  thousand. 
During  this  time  the  income  from  this  source 
has  risen  from  ;/^2, 500,000  to  ^125,000,000. 
Certain  minor  adjustments  were  notified  in 
the  minimum  earnings  on  which  this  tax  is 
to  be  levied,  and  the  personal  allowances 
for  married  women  wage-earners  is  to  be 
raised  from  to  £So  ;  the  latter  concession 
will  cost  twenty-five  million  in  the  full  year . 

Cost  of  Living 

In  pointing  out  that  the  cost  of  living  (as 
assessed  by  the  Board  of  Trade)  had 
actually  decreased  from  23  per  cent,  above 
the  level  before  the  war  in  April,  1941,  to 
18  per  cent,  today,  the  Chancellor  told  the 
House  that  last  year  the  cost  of  subsidies 
paid  by  the  Government,  chiefly  in  respect 
of  foodstuffs,  was  25,000,000.  While  we 
are  satisfied  the  Board  of  Trade  figures  on 
"cost  of  living"  are  based  more  on  theory 
than  practice,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
methods  adopted  by  the  Government  to 
maintain  price  levels  of  essential  foodstuffs 
and  to  ensure  their  equitable  distribution 
have  been  highly  successful.  If  the  authori- 
ties had  not  taken  over  huge  stocks  of  these 
staple  products,  conserved  them,  and 
controlled  prices  and  distribution  to  the 
public,  the  problems  of  feeding  the  nation 
and  that  of  avoiding  currency  inflation 
might  otherwise  have  become  so  acute  as 
to  endanger  our  war  efforts.  It  is  not 
surprising,  therefore,  to  find  that  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  policy  of  stabilisation  of 
prices  of  essentials,  or,  in  other  words, 
maintaining  the  purchasing  value  of  our 
currency,  is  the  basis  of  the  Chancellor's 
Budget  proposals. 

Absolute  essentials  in  foodstuffs  and  other 
bare  necessities  continue  free  of  taxation, 
with  many  of  them  subsidised  to  the  benefit 
of  the  consumer,  while  war-time  "luxuries" 
are  to  be  taxed  almost  out  of  existence.  We 
are  not  quite  sure  whether  the  higher  rates 
of  purchase  tax  and  the  increases  to  be 
levied  on  beer,  wines,  spirits  and  tobacco 
are  intended  primarily  to  raise  additional 
revenue  or  whether  they  are  to  be  imposed 
to  put  a  curb  on  spending.  Possibly  a  little 
of   each.    Members   of   the    Forces  and 
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x\uxiliary  Services  will  continue  to  receive 
tobacco  in  all  forms  at  pre-Budget  rates. 
This  considerable  privilege  will  be  liable  to 
abuse.  If  partiality  is  to  be  shown  to 
uniformed  men  and  women,  they  should  be 
given  a  limited  weekly  free  supply  of  smokes 
and  then  pay  the  full  tax  on  whatever  else 
they  purchase. 

Purchase  Tax 

The  doubling  of  the  rate  of  purchase  tax 
on  luxury  goods  affects  some  sections  of  the 
drug  and  chemical  trade.  Despite  the  duty 
now  being  as  high  as  66|  per  cent.,  there 
is  not  much  doubt  that  the  extremely 
limited  quantities  of  these  goods  now 
allowed  to  be  manufactured  under  the 
Limitation  of  Supplies  Orders  will  continue 
to  find  a  ready  sale.  We  refer  particularly 
to  perfumes,  cosmetics,  toilet  preparations 
and  toilet  requisites  (with  certain  excep- 
tions) .  Cameras  and  photographic  goods  are 
to  be  taxed  to  a  similar  extent.  The 
schedules  of  goods  on  which  purchase  tax 
has  thus  been  increased  is  given  in  Customs 
and  Excise  Notice  No.  8i. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  this  is  the  first 
war-time  Budget  in  which  industry  and 
trade  have  not  been  called  upon  to  shoulder 
some  additional  burden  of  direct  taxation. 
The  present  rates  of  income  tax,  of  E.P.T. 
and  N.D.C.  may  explain  this  phenomenon. 
Whatever  our  position  and  circumstances, 
our  one  duty  is  to  assist  the  Government  by 
paying  our  taxes,  living  economically  and 
cheerfully,  and  lending  all  we  can. 

Authority  to  Sell  Medicines 

Section  12  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Act,  1 94 1  ("Restriction  of  sale  of  medicines 
by  unauthorised  persons"),  is  giving  rise 
to  not  a  little  difficulty  among  manufac- 
turers and  retailers  of  recommended  medi- 
cines. Retail  sales  of  such  products  (plants 
dried,  crushed  or  comminuted,  or  mixtures 
of  them,  and  natural  or  artificial  mineral 
waters  are  not  regarded  as  recommended 
medicines  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act)  are 
restricted  to  doctors,  dentists,  authorised 
sellers  of  poisons,  and  persons  who  have 
served  a  regular  apprenticeship  to  an 
authorised  seller  of  poisons,  provided  they 
were  on  August  7,  1941,  proprietors  of 
businesses  comprising  the  retail  sale  of 


drugs.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  if 
prepared  to  receive  from  persons  who  claiir 
to  be  included  in  the  last-mentioned  cate- 
gory information  concerning  their  appren 
ticeship  and  the  business  they  carry  on,  ir 
order  that  it  may  be  on  record  should  an) 
question  be  raised  vdiether  the  conditions 
of  the  Section  are  being  complied  with. 

All  the  above-mentioned  persons  may  sel 
substances  under  a  title  which  includes  anj 
word  or  words  forming  part  of  the  descrip 
tion  set  out  at  the  head  of  a  monograph  ir 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  or  the  Britisl 
Pharmaceutical  Codex.  Persons  other  thai 
those  described  may  sell  such  substance:

An) 
one  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  the  abov 
proposals  should  communicate  with  tb 
Society's  Records  Department,  Birdsgrov 
House,  Mayfield,  nr.

Need  for  Rulings 

The  definition  of  "a  substance  recox- 
mended  as  a  medicine"  includes  referen( 
on  the  article,  wrapper  or  container,  in  an 
placard  or  advertisement  "in  terms  ca 
culated  to  lead  to  the  use  of  the  substan 
for  the  prevention  or  treatment  of  a" 
ailment,  infirmity  or  injury  affecting  tl 
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uman  body,  not  being  terms  which  give  a 
efinite  indication  that  the  substance  is 
tended  to  be  used  as,  or  as  part  of,  a  food 
r  drink,  and  not  as,  or  as  part  of,  a  medi- 
ne."   One  particular  difficulty  occurs  out 
f  this  definition,  i.e.,  does  the  indication 
f  the  dose  on  the  label  constitute  a  recom- 
endation  ?  Until  there  is  a  Court  decision 
e  question  cannot  be  answered  satisfac- 
rily,  but  opinion  is  held  in  some  quarters 
at  a  dose  is  not  a  recommendation.  Then 
further  question  arises :   In  what  terms 
ay  the  dose  be  indicated?    Must  the 
ords  be  confined  simply  to  such  brief 
dication  as  may  be  given  in  the  B.P., 
y,  "Dose:   Half  to  one  teaspoonful,"  or 
/ould  such  a  statement  as:    "One  tea- 
poonful  to  be  taken  at  bed-time  or  as 
quired,"  be  permitted?   There  is  urgent 
eed  for  an  official  ruling  on  this  matter  in 
iew  of  the  paper  position,  apart  from  other 


difficulties  which  may  occur  if  labels  are 
wrongly  printed. 

Some  confusion  seems  still  to  prevail 
regarding  whether  the  use  of  a  body  name 
as  a  title,  e.g.,  liver  pills,  brings  the  article 
within  the  scope  of  a  recommended  medi- 
cine, thus  rendering  necessary  the  disclosure 
of  the  formula.  It  will  be  recalled  that 
under  the  now  repealed  Medicine  Stamp 
Acts  use  of  a  body  name  per  se  did  not 
make  the  preparation  liable  to  duty.  This 
ruling  is  no  longer  valid,  and  the  definition 
in  the  1941  Act  referred  to  above  is  so 
widely  drawn  that  the  use  of  titles  such 
as  "back  and  kidney  pills,"  "chest  and 
lung  mixture,"  and  so  forth,  with  or 
without  the  indication  of  a  medicinal 
dose,  should,  in  our  opinion,  be  regarded  as 
recommendations  as  a  medicine,  and  the 
formula  disclosed.  Official  ruling  on  this 
point  is  also  badly  needed. 


MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 


StilbcEstrol  During  Pregnancy. — The  phe- 
omenon  was  observed  by  Zondek  and 
Jromberg  ("Lancet,"  March  28,  p.  381), 
hat  during  pregnancy  and  the  puerperium 
omen  can  tolerate  very  large  doses  (270 
445  mgm.)  of  diethylstilboestrol  dipro- 
rionate  without  developing  side  effects, 
he  conclusion  is  drawn  that  an  auto 
etoxication  of  stilboestrol  takes  place 
"uring  pregnancy.  An  investigation  is 
eing  initiated  into  how  this  effect  comes 
bout. 

Sterilising  Paraffin  Dressings. — Methods 
or  testing  dressings  impregnated  with 
reasy  material  are  described  by  Savage 
n  the  "British  Medical  Journal"  (April  11, 
472).  The  water-bath  method  of  sterilis- 
ng  soft  paraffin  dressings  is  pronounced 
neffective.  Tulle  gras  can  be  sterilised  in 
n  autoclave,  provided  that  enough  balsam 
f  Peru  is  present  and  that  the  cotton  is 
lormally  moist.  In  the  final  method  of 
esting  adopted,  six-ounce  screw-capped 
ars  were  used,  and  about  50  mils  of  light 
iquid  paraffin  was  placed  in  each.  The 
ars  and  contents  were  then  sterilised  in  a 
lot-air  oven  at  about  150°  C.  for  several 
lours.  About  25  mils  of  nutrient  Lemco 
)roth  was  added,  and  the  whole  then 
^utoclaved  at  115°  C.  for  thirty  minutes 
The  jars  were  used  hot  from  the  autoclave, 
-nd  the  dressings  were  lifted  out  of  the 
nelted  grease  by  sterile  forceps,  drained  a 


few  seconds,  then  added  to  the  medium  and 
incubated  for  at  least  five  days  at  37°  C. 

Dose  Interval  in  Sulphonamide  Therapy. 

—In  order  to  ascertain  the  usefulness  of 
sulphapyridine  treatment  in  circumstances 
such  as  active-service  conditions,  in  which 
four-hourly  doses  were  impossible,  Andrew 
("British  Medical  Journal,"  March  28, 
p.  419)  made  repeated  estimations  of  the 
concentration  of  the  drug  in  the  blood  of 
patients  receiving  the  same  total  in  different 
individual  doses.  The  amount  given  was  in 
each  case  9  gm.  on  the  first  day,  6  gm.  on 
the  second,  and  4  gm.  on  the  third :  in 
three  cases  the  whole  was  given  in  one  daily 
dose,  in  three  others  divided  into  two 
twelve-hourly  doses,  and  in  a  further  three 
into  six  four-hourly  doses.  There  was  some 
individual  variation  in  the  blood  levels 
attained  regardless  of  the  system  of  dosage. 
The  blood  level  was  naturally  steadier  with 
more  frequent  dosage,  but  the  extent  of 
the  fall  at  the  end  of  twenty-four  hours 
when  only  one  dose  was  given  daily  was 
only  to  about  two-thirds  of  the  maximum. 
Thus  even  a  single  large  daily  dose  main- 
tains a  concentration  in  the  body  which 
should  control  infection.  The  simplified 
system  has  also  the  advantages  that  the 
large  initial  dose  causes  a  rapid  rise  in  blood 
concentration  to  a  high  level,  thus  securing 
maximum  effect  at  the  earliest  stage ;  the 
patient  need  not  be  awakened  at  night. 
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NUTRITION  IN  WAR-TIME 

by  Frank  Wokes,  Ph.D.,  B.Sc,  F.I.C..  Ph.C. 
IV. — Protein  Values 


In  previous  articles  of  this  series  attention 
has  been  concentrated  on  energy  values  of 
foods,  the  fundamental  requirement  for 
which  most  food  is  needed.  However,  a 
small  proportion  of  what  is  eaten  is  used 
not  for  providing  energy  but  for  body 
building  and  repair.  Apart  from  the 
minerals  needed  for  bones  and  certain 
other  tissues,  the  growth  and  maintenance 
of  the  body  mainly  depends  on  a  ^  satis- 
factory supply  of  protein.  Adults  in  whom 
growth  has  ceased  can  live  well  on  a  diet 
of  which  less  than  a  tenth  consists  of 
protein,  and  will  not  suffer  unduly  if  this 
proportion  is  temporarily  still  further 
reduced.  Moreover,  the  old  protein  which 
has  been  replaced  by  new  breaks  down  in 
the  body  to  yield  energy,  so  that  in  cal- 
culating the  energy  value  of  a  normal 
adult  diet  each  gram  of  protein  consumed 
may  be  considered  as  providing  4-1  Calories. 
On  the  other  hand,  children  especially,  and 
pregnant  and  lactating  women,  are  using 
some  at  least  of  the  protein  in  their  diet  to 
build  new  materials,  in  contrast  with  the 
repair  of  old  tissues.  They  therefore  do  not 
obtain  the  full  quota  of  energy  from  their 
protein,  and  require  a  larger  proportion  of 
it  in  their  diet.  They  are  more  rapidly 
affected  by  protein  shortage,  and  the 
quality  of  protein  is  of  great  importance. 

Biological  Value  of  Proteins.— Proteins 
are  complex  organic  nitrogenous  com- 
pounds containing  mainly  carbon,  hydro- 
gen, oxygen  and  nitrogen  with  small 
amounts  of 

sulphur,     phos-  Percentage  of 

phorus  and  other 
elements.  The 
nitrogen  is  pre- 
sent in  amino- 
acids,  which  are 
joined  in  char- 
acteristic pat- 
terns to  form 
very  large  pro- 
tein molecules. 
There  are  at 
least  twenty- 
three  different 
amino  -  acids 
from  which  an 
almost  infinite 
variety  of  pro- 
teins    can  be 


formed.  Different  tissues  contain  different 
proteins.  For  the  building  and  repair  of  body 
proteins  as  a  whole  sufficient  quantities  of  all 
the  amino-acids  must  be  supplied.  Some  of 
the  simpler  of  these  amino-acids  can  appar- 
ently be  formed  in  the  body  from  other 
amino-acids.  Other  more  complex  amino- 
acids,  especially  those  containing  aromatic 
nuclei,  cannot  thus  be  formed,  and  must  be 
provided  in  the  diet.  Hence  it  is  necessary 
when  assessing  the  value  of  proteins  to  take 
into  consideration  their  content  of  these 
essential  amino-acids.  The  accompanying 
table  shows  the  approximate  proportions 
of  essential  amino-acids  in  a  number  of 
common  food  proteins.  It  will  be  seen 
that  proteins  of  animal  origin  are  superior 
in  this  respect  to  individual  vegetable 
proteins,  and  are  therefore  termed  first  class 
protein.  In  the  present  shortage  of  the  pro- 
teins of  meat  and  fish  it  is  obviously 
important  to  ensure  that  the  proteins  of 
dairy  produce  go  mainly  to  children  and 
pregnant  and  lactating  women. 

The  content  of  essential  amino-acids  in  a 
protein  is  responsible  for  its  biological 
value.  This  may  be  determined  by  esti- 
mating the  amino-acids  chemically,  or  bio- 
logically by  feeding  the  protein  to  young 
animals  (e.g.  rats)  and  observing  the  effect 
on  the  growth.  The  biological  method  is 
more  fundamental  but  much  more  tedious 
and  much  less  accurate. 

Protein   Values   of   Foods. — Whilst  an 
adequate  supply  of  each  of  the  essential  j 
amino-acids  is  of  fundamental  importance, 
especially  in  the  diet  of  children  and  of

■d  poultry  and  for  manufacture  of  malt 
tract. 

Protein  and  Work. — The  opinion  has  long 
en  held  that  when  hard  work  or  strenuous 
ercise  is  to  be  undertaken  a  diet  con- 
dning  a  high  proportion  of  protein  is 
ivantageous.  Athletes  in  training  have 
ften  eaten  large  quantities  of  meat,  and 
le  active  service  ration  of  the  British 
Dldier  even  in  hot  climates  has  been  based 
lainly  on  bully  beef.  On  the  other  hand, 
lere  has  been  a  marked  tendency  in  recent 
ears  amongst  those  organising  expeditions

In 
iew-of  the  high  protein  and  other  food 
alue  of  dairy  produce  it  is  not  surprising 
)  find  that  dried  eggs  and  milk  now  form 
16  basis  of  certain  emergency  rations. 


Turning  to  the  present-day  diet  of  the 
nation  the  shortage  of  meat,  fish  and  dairy 
produce  is  depriving  adults  of  about  a 
third  of  the  protein  which  they  normally 
consume  in  peace-time.  A  little  of  this  lost 
protein  may  be  made  good  by  a  larger  con- 
sumption of  potatoes,  peas  and  beans 
(haricot,  butter  or  soya)  but  apart  from  the 
pulses,  vegetables  are  not  a  good  source  of 
protein.  The  position  therefore  is  that  men 
and  women  are  expected  to  work  harder 
than  ever  and  show  greater  endurance  to 
hardships  on  a  diet  containing  less  protein 
than  usual.  Obviously  this  is  not  possible 
if  a  high  protein  diet  is  really  essential  for 
persons  undertaking  hard  work. 

Protein  and  Exercise. — Eight  years  ago 
important  experiments  were  carried  out  in 
the  Institute  of  Physiology  at  Glasgow 
University  on  the  value  of  protein  in 
strenuous  exercise.  C.  F.  Davey,  a  well 
known  racing  cyclist,  pedalled  a  stationary 
bicycle  for  about  eight  hours  a  day  against 
an  electrical  resistance.  The  amount  of 
work  done  was  recorded  on  an  ergometer, 
and  was  similar  to  that  of  soldiers  on  active 
service.  The  energy  values  of  the  five 
different  diets  tested  ranged  from  4,000- 
5,000  Calories  daily.  The  protein  content 
of  the  diets  ranged  from  i|-8  oz.  daily,  as 
compared  with  3-5  oz.  daily  in  the  average 
adult  British  pre-war  diet.  The  efficiency 
of  each  diet  was  measured  by  the  ratio 
between  its  energy  value  and  the  amount 
of  work  done.  On  the  lowest  protein  diet, 
in  which  potatoes  formed  the  chief  source 
of  protein,  the  amount  of  work  done  was 
only  about  10  per  cent,  below  the  maximum. 
In  another  experiment  in  which  an  intake 
of  about  4  oz.  of  protein  daily  was  obtained 
by  eating  large  amounts  of  wholemeal  meal 
the  amount  of  work  done  was  only  about 
6  per  cent,  below  the  maximum.  The 
greatest  efficiency  was  obtained  with  a 
daily  protein  intake  of  to  8  oz.  derived 
mainly  from  dairy  produce.  None  of  the 
diets  contained  any  meat  or  fish.  Each 
diet  was  eaten  for  several  days  before  the 
experiment,  and  the  results  could  therefore 
be  fairly  attributed  to  the  diet.  The  results 
show  that  hard  work  can  be  successfully 
undertaken  on  diets  containing  much 
smaller  amounts  of  protein  than  was  usual 
in  pre-war  days,  and  that  the  presence  of 
meat  or  fish  is  not  essential.  They  are 
supported  by  longer  experiments  carried 
out  on  a  number  of  persons  by  Hindhede 
in  Denmark,  and  have  recently  been 
confirmed  by  unpublished  experiments  in 
this  country.

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labels.  The  three  classes  of  labels  now 
exempt  from  tax  are  (a)  those  used  for 
indicating  a  branded  article;  (6)  those 
attached  by  a  manufacturer  or  merchant 
(which  term  is  apparently  intended  to  be 
treated  in  its  widest  sense,  and  thus 
includes  retailer)  to  indicate,  among  other 
matters,  contents  or  instructions  ;  [c)  adhe- 
sive labels  for  correspondence  or  goods 
solely  for  advertisement  purposes.  All 
these  labels  are  exempt  provided  they  are 
supplied  fully  printed.  If  any  of  them 
requires  to  be  completed  in  manuscript, 
e.g.  the  "mixture"  label  shown  in  the  ac- 
companying illustration,  it  becomes  taxable. 
This  example  is  representative  of  many  in 
general  use — with  a  space  below  the  direc- 
tions for  inclusion  of  the  name  of  the 
person  for  whom  the  medicine  is  intended 
and  the  reference  number  in  the  prescrip- 
tion book.  On  this  example  tax  would  be 
payable.  Supposing,  however,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  chemist  had  been 
printed  close  up  to  the  directions,  withovit 


space  for  the  patient's  name,  as  would 
probably  be  the  case  with  an  own-name 
"neuralgia  mixture"  label,  then  the  label 
would  escape  duty.  Whether  it  is  worth 
while  making  an  alteration  in  style  when 
ordering  labels  of  this  type  is  open  to 
question.  The  indication  of  the  name  and 
prescription  on  the  container  are  necessary 
for  obvious  reasons,  so  that,  if  they  are 
marked  on  a  blank  slip  and  attached 
separately,  duty  is  payable  on  the  slip 
label,  though  a  slightly  less  amount  on 
account  of  lower  cost  of  such  labels.  Against 
this  comparatively  small  saving  must  be 
offset  the  disadvantages. 

Labels  of  the  stock  type,  such  as  the  one 
for  sal  volatile  shown  above,  are  exempt 
from  tax  owing  to  the  fact  that  they  are 
already  complete.  Labels  and  tags,  printed 
or  not,  intended  for  use  as  addressing  labels 
or  attaching  to  correspondence  or  invoices 
are  liable,  as  are  price,  size  and  other 
marking  labels  or  tags  whether  partially  or 
fully  printed.
